The miniſtration of baptiſme to be uſed in the church. 


T appeareth by ancient writers, that the ſacrament of baptiſme in the old time was not commonly mi- 
'F niſtred, but at two time; inthe yeare; at Eaſter and Whitſuntide: At which times it was openly mi- 
niſtred in the preſence of all the congregation. Which cuſtome now being grown out of uſe, (although 
it cannot for many conſiderations be well reſtored again) it is thought good to follow the ſame, as neare 
as Conveniently may be. Wherefore the people are tote admoniſhed, that it is moſt convenient that ba- 
priſme ſhould not be miniſtred but upon ſundayes and other holy. dayes, when the moſt number of people 
may come together, as well for that the congregation there preſent may teſtiſie the receiving of them 
chat be newly baptized, into the number of Chriſts church; as alſo becauſe in the baptiſme of infants, 
every man preſent may be put in remembrance of his own profeſſion made to God in his baptiſme : for 
which cauſe alſo it is expedient that baptiſme be miniſtred in the Lngliſh tongue. Nevectheicſſe, (if ne- 
ceſſity lo require) children may at all times be baptized at home. 

When there are children to be ay 199 upon the ſunday or holy- day, the parents ſhall give knowledge 
over nighr, orin themorning afore the beginning of morning prayer, to the curate. And then the god- 
fathers, godmothers, and people, with the children, muſt be ready at the font, either immediately after 
the laſt leſſon at morning prayer, or elſe immediately after the laſt leſſon at evening prayer, as the curate 
by his diſcretion ſhall appoint,” And then ſtanding there, the prieſt ſhall ask whether the children be ba- 
ptized, or no. If they anſwer, No; then ſhall the prieſt ſay thus;

© The order of confirmation, or laying on of hands upon children baptized, 
and able to render an account of their faith, according to 
the Catechiſme following. 


O the end that confirmation may be miniſtred to the more edifying of ſuch as ſhall receive it (ac- 
cording to S. Pauls doctrine, who teacheth that all things ſhould be done in the church to the edifica- 
tion of the ſame) it is thought good, that none hereafter ſhall be confirmed, but ſuch as can ſay in their 
mother tongue the articles of the faith, the Lords prayer, and the ten commandments, and can alſo anſwer 
ſions of this ſhort catechiſme, as the biſhop (or ſuch as he ſhall appoint) ſhall by his diſcretion 

appoſe them in. And this order is moſt convenient to be obſerved for divers conſiderations, 

Firſt, becauſe that when children come to the yeares of diſcretion, and have learned what their god - 
fathers and godmothers promiſed for them in baptiſme, they may then themſelves with their own mouth, 
and with their own conſent, openly before the church, ratiſie and confirm the ſame; and alſo promiſe that 
by the grace of God they will evermore endeavour themſelves faithfully ro obſerve and keep ſuch things 
as they by their own mouth and confeſſion have aſſented unto, 

Secondly, foraſmuch as confirmation is miniſtred to them that be baptized, that by impoſition of hands
